MONKEYS GET NEW PLAXGROUND—A tropical Paradise where monkeys may run wild, live ag 
they wish, throw’ coconuts os they please, js beings established by the United States Government on 
33-nere Santiago Islund off the cast coust of Puerto Rico, Technically the animals are gibbons, 
imported from Slam, to ald in experimentul studies of parasites, nutrition and psychology, Studies 
wil! be under the supervision of the School of Tropical Medicine, operated by the University of 
Puerto Rico, under, the auspices of Columbia University of New York City,* Harvard University 
also hus an interest in the project. Above is the main building of the School of 'Propical Medicine 
in San Juan, maintained by the Insular Government of Puerto Rico. Other pictures are types of 
monkeys used for experiments. The gibbon ape at top centre is a member of the family that will 
run wild on Santlago, Three pairs are to be turned loose on the island at the start and’ if they 
thrive, 300 more females will be imported and the school will go in for breeding on a large senle.

In an cmployer—employee — re-

able ‘arrangement ds one in which a 
union ds recoznised as the exclusive 
bargaining agent. Obviously, ne em- 
ployer could make o different kind 
of a contract with one group of 
employees than with another. 

A ounlon- representing a imnajority 
of employces wants to be recognised 
exclusively by the munagement in 
order to insure its right to live and 
protect itself! from the employer's

The American Federation of Labour 
has not disclplined or pennlised the 
members of the American Federation 
of Labour unions locally because of 
sympathy and cooperation extended 
to workers In strike, regardless of 
organisation affiliation. 


Ordinarlly, however, unions 
aMlated with the C.LO. have no 
claims for support or assistance from 
the American Federation of Labour. 
They ought to become a part of the 
Amerlean Federation of Labour be- 
fore callings for support ahd assis~ 
tance, é 


It is-rather inconsistent for them 


to ask for the support of the Ameri- 
can Federation of Labour when it 
is the nyowed purpose of the C.1.0. 
to make war upon the American 
Federation of Labour and to destroy 
it, 


A’ general strike can not be in- 
augurated without violatinis con- 
tracts honourably entered into, The 
American Federation ‘of Labour be- 
lieves in the observance of contracts 
and the maintenance of sald con- 
tracts inviolate, * 


- One of the chief assets of the 
American Federation of Labour is 
the record It made during one-half 
century of négotinting ware agrec- 
ments and maintaining them = In- 
violate, 


Furthermore, general strikes mean 
revolutian. The innocent victims 
of a general strike in a community 
will not long tolerate such action, 
consequently ‘public opinion turns 
against strikers when they cnpage 
in a generat strike, For these rea- 
sons, the American Federation of 
Lubour.can not extend approval to 
gencral strikes. 


There are no immediate prospects 
of peace between the American 
Federation of Labour and the C.1.0. 
The standing committee created 
more than eight months ago by the 


[executive council to confer with a 


committee from the C.I,O. has not 
thus far been discharged. 


RIVAL ORGANISATION 


There Is grave danger that an In- 
creasc in the membership of or- 
ganised Inbour will be. offset because 
of the bitter division which occurred’ 
In the ranks of Jabour. The C.LO. 
movement set up as a dual, rival or- 
ganisation to the American Federa- 
tion of Labour, has created division, 
discord and hate withit’ the ranka 
of labour, 


As a result of the creation of this 
dual movement, labour has been 
ripped and torn into warring fac- 
tions, No reasonable minded person 
can fall to appreciate the full signi- 
ficunce of this division which has 
been created within the ranks of 
labour through the organisation of 
the C.LO. , 


All reasonable minded men who 
are members of the American Federa- 


tlon of Labour and who are Its 
frlends hope that eventually unity 
and solldarity will again be esta- 
blished. 


Tho next convention of the Amerl- 
can Federation of Labour, which 
will be held at Denver, Colo., be- 
ginning October 4, 1937, willl decide 
what further action will be -taken 
toward organisations which have ac- 
cepted membership in the committee 
for Industrial Organisation. 


The American Federation of La- 
bour has assisted organisations 
outside the American Federation of 
Labour. We have always main- 
talned very friendly relationship 
with the transportation unions, 


We desira the right, however, to 
determine what organisations wo 
will help and what oppeuls for ag- 
sistance and help will be refused.

The continued purges which 
are reported from Moscow sug- 
gest that to keep the Red Army 
and State free from traitorous 
elements has now ‘become & 
whole-time job. History cer- 
tainly does not provide any 


+ exact parallel to these wholesale 


arrests | and trials. - Clearly, 
there is either much rottenncss 
in the Soviet system, or else 
Stalin is bent on keeping his 
hold on the Government, cost 
what it may. The truth may, 
in fact, lie in both the one cir- 
cumstance and the other. Cer- 
tainly the crimes for which 
these successive batches 
offcinis are accused, and to 
which: they usually plead guilty, 


are about as black as they could} — 


be. They involve not ‘only 
efforts to undermine the Soviet 
system, but also betrayal of the 
nation to its enemies. If the 
crimes have been -of this cn- 
ormity, the traitors certainly 
deserve the ‘full rigour of the 
law. Many of the betrayers 


‘who, at intervals of increasing 


frequency, come up to pay the 
pennity, have stood high in the 
councils of the State. The ideal 
form of governance which Lenin 
and Trotsky sought to set up 
has certainly failed to command 
its due share of allegiance. 
Plotting to seize power is con- 
stantly going on. That is an 
old story in the history of the 
human race, but the Russian 
purges are more in kesping with 
the Middle Ages than with the 
modern world—which Russia's 
enemies will doubtless advance 
as an :argument in favour of 
their theory that her civilisation 
lags far behind the times. We 
hear many boasts about the 
power of the Russian Army and 
Air Force. Russia’s enemies, 
however, will “ask themselves 
how far the vast system she has 
set up in a short time would 
respond efficiently to the chal- 
enge ‘of war. With so much 
dissension, scheming, and trea- 
chery behind the scenes, there 
might well be a cologsal collapse 
in a much shorter period than 
it took the Tsarist armics to 
collapse in the Great War. This 
can, of course, be only a matter

the strong wind blowing, they would 
have found thelr mark, My ship was 
shaken when a bomb exploded less 
than 200 yards away, and what with 
the dangcr from bombs from acro- 
planes and from the fire directed at 
them ‘from the Idzumo and other 
warships you can imagine we were 
In a state of mind far from tranqull.

Passengers aboard the 
Matheson = steamer Davilsen, 
arrived here from Shanghai at 1 p.m.

they had “passed through the thick 
of things,” showed pieces of shrapnel 
which had landed aboard — their 
steamer as it steamed down the 
Whangpoo at 1,30 Pm.

Amony the European Passengers 
aboard were Mr, and Mrs, Peter 
Grimm, both new arrivals in the Far 
East from San Francisco, who had 
been visiting Shanghai on business.

Heaviest donations are coming in 
from the South Sens where Chinese 
have already given $160,000 but 
declare that their goal Js $250,000. 

From the city of San Francisco, 
15,000 Chinese have forwarded ao 
total of $50,000 to finance the current 
campaign to date, 

Chinese In Cuba, under the organi- 
sation title of the Overseas Chinese 
Association, have collected $3,893. 
Chinese in the city of Havana alone 


have given $5,000, and certain un-' 


Known donors have contributed to 
the extent of $13,000 more. .. 

Overseas Chinese In Canada hav 
given $1,662, but the total from the 
Domlnion was considerably boosted 
by individual donations by Mr. Chen 
Yung-hsing and Mr. Si Yi-sun of 
$1,000 and $500 respectively. 

The sum of $2,250, representing 
the savings for many years of a small 
kroup of Chinese labourers In Sovict 
Russia, has been received, ° 

From various Individuals and 
organisations in other scattered parts 
of the world have come smaller suma 
totalling $6,100. It is reported’ that 
Chinese in many other parts of’ the 
world are conducting campaigns 
among thelr countrymen abroad to 
collect donations, but these drives 
have not yet been completed.—

in the Far East. 

Behind the decision to increase the 
United States’ forces in Shanghal is 
the determination not to yicld a 
dollar of investments or a point of 
privilege under pressure from Japan. 
It is felt that if the Jnpanese forces 
take full possession of Shanghai any 
failure of the . international forces 
there to preserve order will provide 
an excuse for the Japanese to inter- 
vene in the interest of law and order, 

The United States is nat going to 
lose its influence or Interests in the 
Far East by default. The President 
himself is belfeved to be particularly 
concerned, first over the safety of 
American natfonals, secondly over 
the opinion felt to be increasing 
abroad that the United States fs a 
decadent power.—Reuter. 


BRITISH CONCERN 


: London, Aug. 18. 

There Is no change in the British 
Government's view that the conflict 
in which Japan and China are becom- 
ing ever more deeply involved is cap- 
able of a peaceful settlement, given 
the goodwill ‘which been repeatedly 
professed both at Tokyo and Nan- 
king, and, in particular, that the ten- 
sion which hns recently arisen at 
Shanghai could and should be re- 
Heved at once, s0 as to avert the 
threat to the safety of the Inter- 
national Settlement by an agreement 
between the parties for re-disposition 
of the local forces which have clash- 
ed. . 

Means for bringing to an end, the 
dangerous situation at Shanghai have 
been for some dnys under discussion 
both between the British and other 
diplomatic, consular ond military and 
naval authorities on the spot, and by 
their home Governments, and de- 
finite proposals have now been nad- 
dressed by the British Government, 
through diplomatic channels, to the 
Chinese and Japanese Governments. 


ESSENTIAL NEEDS 


Details of the proposals are not 
available, but St is understood that 
in the British view the essentlals of 
any scheme for isolation of the in- 
ternational Settlement from the theu- 
tre of any Sino-Japanese hosiltilitles 
are, first, the mutually agreed ex- 
clusion of Japanese and Chinese 
military and naval forces from the 
zone including and _ surrounding 


Shanghai, and, secondly, that to give. 


confidence to the Japanese for the 
safety of their natlonals on the one 
hand and to the Chinese against the 
use of the Internatlonal Settlement 
og a milltary base on the other hand, 
the protection of Japanese in Shang- 
hai should be entrusted to other 
foreign contingents in the Sattle- 
ment, acting in concert. 


EVACUATIONS 


Meantime the British authorities In 
Shanghai are carrylng out arrange- 
ments already announced for enabling 
those of their nationals, mostly women 
and children, whom It is unnecessary 
to expose to the considerable danger 
to Hfe ‘and-'Nmb which “the military 
uctivities of the Chinese and Japan- 
ese at -present involve, to leave 
the city until normal conditions are 
restored. The United States, French 
and: other authoritics are doing the 
same. The ‘ majority ‘of Britlsh 
residents are engaged in business 
concerns which they: cannot abandon, 
and at a meeting of Ministers In 
London yesterday it was agreed that 
efficient measures should be taken to 
ensure their safety os well as pro- 
tection for the large British interests
